All  herbaceous  borders  should  have  a few  Lilies 
scattered  through  them.  The  sorts  offered  below  can 
be  planted  with  excellent  results  during  the  early 
fall  months.  It  is  in  the  hardy  border  that  Lilies  do 
best,  as  they  get  the  benefit  of  the  shade  of  the  sur- 
rounding plants,  which  is  so  necessary  for  their  wel- 
fare; other  varieties  should  be  planted  in  the  autumn, 
and  are  offered  in  our  autumn  catalogue.

Strawberries  will  succeed  in  any  soil  that  is 
adapted  to  ordinary  farm  or  garden  crops.  Soil 
should  be  thoroughly  prepared  to  a good  depth, 
well  drained  and  enriched.  Vegetable  manure 
(muck,  rotten  turf,  wood  soil,  ashes,  etc.)  is  the 
best.  For  field  culture  set  in  rows  3 to  3%  feet 
apart,  15  to  18  inches  in  rows;  for  garden  15  in- 
ches apart  each  way,  leaving  pathway  every  third 
row.  To  produce  fine,  large  fruit,  keep  in  hills, 
pinching  runners  off  as  soon  as  they  appear. 
Ground  should  always  be  kept  clean  and  well 
cultivated.  In  winter  a covering  of  leaves,  straw 
or  some  kind  of  litter  will  protect  the  plants. 
Do  not  cover  them  until  ground  is  frozen,  or  so 
deep  as  to  smother  the  plants,  and  remove  cov- 
ering before  growth  starts  in  spring.  Mulching 
will  keep  the  fruit  clean  and  the  soil  in  good 
condition  through  the  fruiting  season.
